DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 38 - 42, 45, 46, 50, 52 and 54 - 57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph, because the specification, white being enabling for an oxide having 
nitrogen atoms therein and another gate oxide not having nitrogen atoms therein, does 
not reasonably provide enablement for a gate dielectric layer for n-type field effect 
transistors having a different composition from the gate dielectric of the p-type 
transistors. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. The Applicant discloses a gate oxide for a 
p-channel transistor and a gate oxide for an n-channel transistor. The composition of 
the gate dielectric layer for each transistor is the same, an oxide. One of the oxides has 
nitrogen atoms incorporated therein, but the composition is still an oxide. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 43, 44, 47 - 49, 51 and 53 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record does not teach integrated circuitry, wherein the gate 
dielectric of the n-channel transistor is void of nitrogen atoms.

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 38-41 , 45 and 46 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
